Report tracks graduates after high school

More than half of the Class of 2011 
at Grant County High School and nearly 
three-fourths at Williamstown High 
School enrolled in college after gradua¬ 
tion. 

The statistics were recently released 
as part of the Kentucky High School 
Feedback Report on College Going by 


the Kentucky Center for Education and 
Workforce Statistics. 

The report focuses on high school 
graduates from the 2010-11 school year. 

Of 236 Grant County High School 
graduates, 52.1 percent went on to col¬ 
lege, compared with the state average of 
60.2 percent. 

“This was up 3.5 percent from the 
previous year,” said Jennifer Wright, 


Grant County Schools assistant superin¬ 
tendent. “Our Career and Technical 
center was completed a year later, with 
the class of 2011-2012 being the first to 
take classes, so we fully expect this 
number to continue to rise.” 

Of 55 Williamstown High School 
graduates, 72.7 percent went on to col¬ 
lege.

Deadline 
nears 
to switch 
parties

Time is running out for registered vot¬ 
ers who want to switch political parties 
before the May 20 primary election. 

Voters may change their political party 
affiliation at any time on or before Dec. 31 
to remain eligible to vote in the following 
primary election. 

To change party affiliation, voters need 
to fill out a new voter registration card and 
return it to the Grant 
County Clerk’s Office 
by the deadline. 

While Grant County 
still has more registered 
Democrats than 
Republicans, the gap 
has decreased in the 
past year. 

In November 2012, 
there were 8,808 regis¬ 
tered Democrats com¬ 
pared to 5,768 registered Republicans. 

There were also 1,549 registered as 
independent or with another party affilia¬ 
tion. 

The Kentucky Secretary of State’s 
Office lists Grant County as having 8,727 
registered Democrats, a decrease of 81 
voters, as of Nov. 19, 2013. 

The number of registered Republicans 
increased by 257 to 6,025 voters. 

An additional 112 voters were also reg¬ 
istered as an independent or other party 
affiliation since last November.

A grand jury indicted Owens on Dec. 5 
with one charge each of third-degree rape, 
first-degree sexual abuse and third-degree 
sodomy. 

Owens was previously charged with 
two counts of sexual abuse and tampering 
with a witness in Grant 
County and one county 
of first-degree sexual 
abuse in Boone County 
for allegedly having an 
inappropriate relation¬ 
ship in 2011 with a for¬ 
mer student at GCHS 
when the girl was 16 
years old. 

Owens’ wife, former 
Grant County Middle 
School band director Jo Ann Owens, was 
also indicted for two counts of tampering 
with a witness in Grant County. 

The new charges against Owens stem 
from an alleged inappropriate relationship 
Owens had with a student at Beech wood 
High School.

Fighting against the heroin epidemic 


A s an emergency medical 
technician and magistrate 
working in Grant County, 
I witness the heroin epidemic to the 
core. Our county is declining as a 
healthy population and a reliable 
workforce because of this disease. 

Every day community leaders 
work hard to make Grant County 
the place of choice for businesses 
to locate and grow and for families 
to live. We look forward to growth 
and potential for all of Grant Coun¬ 
ty; therefore, we must be well edu¬ 
cated, prepared and ready. It is for 
this reason that I have taken a role 
in this fight and I hope you will join 
me. 

Heroin addition is hurting 
our families, our homes and our 
neighborhoods. It affects our play¬ 
grounds, our schools and our streets. 
Police departments are overloaded 
with calls and understaffed with 
personnel; courtrooms and jail cells 
are full. Statewide, heroin overdoes 
deaths increased by 550 percent be¬ 
tween 2011 and 2012. Grant Coun¬ 
ty along with many other Kentucky 
counties are facing addiction to 
alcohol, illegal drugs, pain killer 
medications, meth labs, etc. 

As an EMT in our county, I wit¬ 
ness such action. I’ve served as an 
EMT for the past 15 years and for 
the past two years I have witnessed 
more overdoses/deaths and I’m 
tired of losing our own. In North¬ 
ern Kentucky, the number of over¬ 
dose deaths doubled between 2010 
and 2012 from 31 to 61. When 
the ambulance and police person¬ 
nel roll upon a 911 scene with a

person that has overdosed, we think 
to ourselves...this is someone’s 
daughter or son. 

People who use heroin come 
from all walks of life, cutting 
across al socioeconomic boundar¬ 
ies. Talented, good people making 
bad choices. People are dying be¬ 
fore they can access treatment and 
hepatitis C and other infectious 
diseases are on the rise. Heroin ad¬ 
diction and other drugs are placing 
extraordinary financial burdens 
on families. Grandparents are 
raising grandchildren due to their 
child’s addiction. As Van Ingram, 
Kentucky Office of Drug Control 
stated “In Northern Kentucky we 
are at ground zero,” with this epi¬ 
demic. 

Since becoming magistrate, I 
have received numerous phone 
calls from concerned, passionate 
citizens asking for guidance/as¬ 
sistance with garbage problems, 
road repair, tree trimming/removal 
and animal control issues. A few 
months ago, a local farmer called 
me with a trembling voice, plead¬ 
ing for help. With lots of courage 
and prayer to make the call, he ad¬ 
mitted that one of his children is 
facing addiction. He explained to 
me, with desperation in his voice, 


that in order to send money for 
treatment, he and his wife had to 
sell a portion of their herd of cat¬ 
tle, a tractor and a parcel of land. 
Folks, I was tearful and speechless 
as I listened to his story. 

Most importantly, I didn’t know 
how to assist this Grant County 
family. A family that has worked 
extremely hard their entire life, 
struggling to make ends meat, rais¬ 
ing a garden just to provide food 
on the table, sending their children 
to college for a higher education 
so that they could possibly live a 
comfortable life. As a family and 
many other, in a blink of an eye, 
their lives changed. 

Since my conversation with the 
farmer, I set out on a mission and 
action plan to educate myself, at¬ 
tend meetings and visit recovery 
centers regarding this disease. Lo¬ 
cal communities fix local problems 
and take care of their own. 

I love Grant County but most 
importantly, I love the great folks 
that live here. As a community, we 
must focus on health and the well 
being of our people, the vision to 
be healthier and happier. Show¬ 
ing love, support and life-restoring 
resources for heroin addiction 
that will reduce its impact in our 
communities and welcome Grant 
County as a place of choice. 

There is no simple answer for 
turning heroin epidemic around. 
As a faithful community, it’s time 
to escort the devil, with his evil 
sprits and temptation, out of town. 
One simple action that we all can 
take is to pray and pray more.

Council member addresses tax increase 


A s many of you may know 
there has been numerous 
papers displayed through¬ 
out the city by Kentucky Liberty So¬ 
lutions pertaining to the city payroll 
tax increase. 

I have been on city council for al¬ 
most 14 years and have always done 
what I have thought was right for 
the city of Dry Ridge. I have helped 
many people throughout the years 
when they have called. I feel what 
this so-called group is saying is not 
telling the whole truth.

If we shutdown 
the fire and EMS our ISO ratings will 
go from a class 4 city to a class 7 or 
higher. This will make the residents of 
the city insurance cost go through the 
roof. Not only for the resident but for 
business owners as well. 

Nobody wants to pay for fire and 
EMS until they need it then they want 
it free. The city has streets that need 
repaired, signs fixed, areas cleaned 
up and many other things done, but 
can’t. Kentucky Liberty Selections 
said there are back room deals with 
special interest groups. What groups? 

All meetings were public coun¬ 
cil meetings, advertised in the paper, 
which we are required to do. The let¬ 
ter they mailed out was correct about 
the meeting on Nov. 18 but it was a 
scheduled public council meeting 
with about 20 people present.

Not only 
will I be paying a payroll tax but I also 
pay a city property tax, a county tax, a 
vehicle tax, a school tax and a water¬ 
craft tax for my boat and don’t even 
have a lake in the city to use it on.

I have tried to teach my children to 
have moral values, pay your dues and 
bills, and God will take care of you. 
We are not trying to hide anything 
from anyone. We have a line-item¬ 
ized budget that is open to the public.

When I turned the spot light on I saw Finca - 
who looks like a small polar bear- chasing at a 
lumbering gate something that looked like a dwarf 
buck with a miniature rack. Remember I do not 
have my glasses on. The thing that struck me the 
most was that it seemed as those the intruder was 
playing a trick on Finca by running circles around 
a perennial bed. Finca is a guardian not an attack 
dog and the other creature seemed to know it. I say 
the “other creature” because I am not sure if it was 
a little runt of deer- which seems unlikely the more 
I think about it- or a Wiley coyote. The creature 
would run around the berm, stop and look back at 
Finca, taunting him in that playful way; and the 
chase would begin again. It was weird. It only 
ended in a chase off the property when we let 
Buck, our old red heeler mutt out of the house. He 
and Finca partnered in a hot pursuit to rid us of the 
threat.

Young bucks 

I do believe that our dogs have reduced our deer 
pressure especially during the rutting season as 
bucks chase does around as they enter into estrus 
(commonly referred to as being “in heat.”) While 
this may be fun and games for the does and bucks 
it can sometimes mean doom for our young trees. 

As the young bucks are engaged in the chase 
they are also practicing using their antlers on the 
trunks of our young trees. 
We have young trees all 
over the farm, so in the 
past we have been party 
central for rutting. We 
have several different 
methods in use: we rig 
protection using heavy 
tomato cages, chicken wire 
and tobacco stakes, large 
nursery pots and anything 
else we can find in the barn 
that would create a barrier 
between antler and trunk. 
Our favorite protection 
method to date, however, 
comes from our friend 
Richard Wolford, he calls it 
“Buck Off’. He uses old tobacco stakes or other 
similar stakes and props them against the tree like 
the frame of a teepee; or sticks three groups of two 
that are stuck in the ground and crossed at the top. 

We have learned that if we change the trunk 
profile of young trees the bucks don’t notice them 
as desirable rubs. Basically a perfect rutting tree 
has a branchless trunk about chest high with a 
caliper (trunk circumference) of a few inches. As 
such if we camouflage the clean trunk with other 
branch debris stuck into the soil around the base of 
the tree we have adequately changed the profile. It 
looks a little funny but it works. Any pruning that 
you do this fall can be used as a free fence around 
the base of susceptible trees. 

We have also used plastic trunk wraps that 
loosely fit around the trunk but they do not seem to 
provide enough of a physical barrier to deter 
rutting. Not as much damage to the trunk occurred 
but it was clear the buck did not notice or care 
about the wrap. 

And, since the addition of livestock guardian 
dogs on the farm I really do see less deer traffic 
and rutting pressure so maybe our days of peppering 
our landscape with lawn chairs, tomato cages and 
tobacco stakes around trees is over! Let’s just 
hope that the blurry “creature” we saw tells all his 
friends that there are dogs on the job at Swallow 
Rail Farm.

Church unity matters 

I recently had the opportunity again to meet with a 
few ministry partners in the area. I have prayed with 
these folks, shared in ministry with these folks and 
have come to appreciate their love for the Lord and the 
church. We all share in different denominations, we all 
have different backgrounds and we all do things a little 
bit different. The unique thing is that we have a deep 
affection and respect for each other. 

If we were asked to debate theology or how a church 
should mn we certainly would have a lively discus¬ 
sion and our differences would be clear. Church gov¬ 
ernance, worship style, theological differences about 
salvation would be at the top of the list. Sanctification 
as well as how we practice our faith combined with dif¬ 
ference in how baptism is done and understood and not 
to mention the Lord’s Supper would clearly be different. 
One would expect that the differences, some important 
ones might cause a divide among us that would keep us 
apart. The ironic thing is we are not divided. In fact, 
just the opposite is tme. We have never been more to¬ 
gether. 

Whether it is a food drive, praying for our commu¬ 
nity on the National Day of Prayer, sharing in an Easter 
or Thanksgiving service or simply just getting together 
to fellowship, I am always amazed at the love and care 
of our unlikely band of brothers and sisters. 

Getting along is a virtue for sure. We could all bene¬ 
fit from seeing each other 
with compassion not as 
competitors or enemies. 
Getting along with peo¬ 
ple you don’t necessarily 
agree with is really more 
than just a good thing; it 
is a work of God. 

We really do not have 
to look far to see a des¬ 
perate need in our com¬ 
munity. A need for work, 
a need for love and a 
need for hope. Addiction 
and poverty plague our 
little part of Kentucky 
and there doesn’t seem to 
be a real answer. We all 
know the kids in our neighborhoods and families that 
have tragically fallen into dmgs, alcohol and abuse. We 
see the loneliness in the eyes of people we encounter 
and wonder if this is just how fife is. What is the an¬ 
swer? 

Certainly economic growth and job opportunity will 
help our community. I am thankful for community 
leaders who have vision to bring these to Grant County. 
Certainly, arresting and working to stamp out the dmg 
deals and dealers will help. I am equally as thankful for 
our law enforcement who work hard and risk their lives 
to protect us. Certainly, helping kids grow in healthy 
ways and get an education will help. Our schools are 
a bright light here in Grant County and Williamstown. 

I know the leadership at our school districts really love 
kids. But folks, it’s not enough. 

What will change our community? A bold, fresh 
move of the Power of God, a revival of the Holy Spirit 
in the lives of believers as well as a new proclamation of 
the hope found only in Jesus Christ. This is why Church 
unity is important. Baptists, do not have the manpower, 
money or all it takes to reach our community. Neither 
does your church. The hope of God doing something 
powerful in our community means that we must allow 
God to work in his people. 

I don’t mean we should give up our heritage, our de¬ 
nominations or our beliefs. I value all of those in our 
church. I don’t mean we give up our theology or our 
practice. What we must do is give up our pride. We 
must repent of our arrogance and the belief that we are 
the only ones God will work through. 

What we need is a work of God! Unity amongst 
our churches will provide a pathway for God to work 
and the Gospel to be proclaimed. Unity isn’t just getting 
along, unity is God putting us together. May we be uni¬ 
fied in the belief that the only hope for us is Jesus Christ. 

How about we start right there. Praying that God 
would put us together to see a great move of his power 
and Spirit right here in the county we love.

Shawn West’s first year on the job 
with the Grant County Lady Braves 
couldn’t have went any better with 
the team returning to the regional 
tourament for the first time in seven 
years while posting the third most 
wins for the program since the turn 
of the century. 

But with success comes even 
higher expectations, a role West and 
his Lady Braves covet heading into 
the 2013/14 campaign despite gradu¬ 
ating five players, including three 
starters, from last season’s squad. 

“We’ve got a lot of returners. Not 
per say starters, but a lot of girls who 
were with us and saw significant 
time,” said West. “So it wont be a 
huge jump for anyone. The girls al¬ 
ready understand what we are trying 
to do and understand what we are 
building towards. And that will be a 
strength for us. 

“From top to bottom we’re still 
pretty young,” he continued. “But the 
girls really come in and work hard 
every day. We’ve got a bunch that 
want to come to the gym every day 
and get better every day. And that’s 
been a real bonus for us.” 

Of the players lost to graduation, 
none will be missed more than Billie 
Hearn, who was one of the school’s 
all-time leading scorers. She is now 
playing at the NCAA level at More- 
head State University. How well oth¬ 
ers step up and fill her void will de¬ 
termine how quickly this year’s team 
gels, said West. 

“We relied on Billie a lot and I 
think sometimes we would get caught 
up standing around watching her,” he 
said. “We won’t be able to do that 
this year and we’ll have to have some 
of our girls step up.” 

The top two returning players 
from last season are junior guard 
Macy Wright and freshman Jenna 
Martin. Both started for the Lady 
Braves a year ago and will be count¬ 
ed on heavily again this season. 

But they certainly won’t be alone 
with as many as 10 players expected 
to see significant minutes in the Lady 
Braves’ rotation. 

Seniors Kendall Burk and Me¬ 
gan Foltz are expected to shoulder 
a larger part of the load. As the only 
seniors on the team, West expects the 
two to provide the leadership. 

“Kendall does a lot of dirty work 
for us on the floor. She can get a re¬ 
bound on both ends of the floor and 
she’s a sneaky scorer at times,” he 
said. “And Megan always comes in 
and works her butt off. Her effort is 
always there.” 

Joining Wright in the junior class 
are Jordan Allen and Karlyn McCoy. 
Destiny Chaidez, Sydney Jones and 
E.J. Kearns are all sophomore mem¬ 
bers of the roster. 

Madisyn Ruebusch, Tyrsten Cum¬ 
mins, Tiana Thornberry and Shania 
Young combine with Martin to give 
the Lady Braves a strong freshman 
class that is already producing at the 
varsity level. 


But even with a deep roster filled 
with experienced players, the team’s 
overall youth remains a concern. 

“Our youth is going to be a weak¬ 
ness and we are going to make 
youthful mistakes,” said West. “We 
want to play the game as perfect as 
possible. But we also understand 
that we’re going to make mistakes. 
And with youth usually comes a 
few more mistakes. So we just try to 
make them aware of what they are 
doing and let them learn from their 
mistakes and improve.” 

Hustle and work 
ethic are two things 
that are not a con¬ 
cern for West. 

“I couldn’t ask 
for anymore from 
these girls. They 
really work hard,” 
he said. “Coach¬ 
ing girls instead of 
boys is a little dif¬ 
ferent, but we don’t 
treat them any dif¬ 
ferent. We push 
them just as hard as 
we would if it was a 
male. And they nev¬ 
er complain. They 
come in and work hard every day. 
And we can see that they want to 
be here and they want to be pushed. 
And from a coaching standpoint that 
is always a good thing.” 

As for the style of play you can 
expect from the Lady Braves, it will 
vary, says West, who makes it clear 
his team wants to be aggressive on 
both ends of the floor, especially on 
the defensive end where the Lady 
Braves take pride in their hustle. 

“It’s our goal to shut down our 
opponent,” he said. “Offensively, 
we want to run as much as possible. 
We’ll play an up-tempo offense and 
try to put points on the board. But at 


the same time, if we need to slow it 
down, we can. We’ll be aggressive 
and as physical as possible.” 

With guard play expected to be 
another strength for the team, effec¬ 
tive shooting from beyond the arch 
should be expected from the Lady 
Braves, who have multiple players 
capable of hitting the long-range 
shots. 

“We’ve got several pretty good 
shooters when we get our feet set 
and are able to get a good look at the 
bucket,” West said. “And we give 
all our girls the green 
light to shoot. I wouldn’t 
hesitate for one of our 
post players to pull up 
and take a shot from out 
there.” 

Improvements from 
a year ago are obvious 
both individually and as 
a team, said West. 

“We’re not as condi¬ 
tioned as we would like 
to be, but we’ve found 
out that we are a little 
quicker than we were 
last year,” he said. “It 
might be tough to see at 
times. 

“And our ball handling skills 
have improved, too. We work a lot 
on individual development. And 
we’re seeing a lot of improvement 
in a lot of areas.” 

With good overall depth, injuries 
are not a major concern for West, 
though he knows staying healthy is 
a key to success. 

“Knock on wood, we don’t cur¬ 
rently have any injuries,” he said. 
“But we do typically keep the trainer 
hopping. Last year we were sending 
them to her on a regular basis for ev¬ 
erything from concussions to bloody 
noses. But we’re in pretty good 
shape right now.”

GCHS girls coach 
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Lady Demons want to keep 
on improving record

Improving from six wins in 
Coach Kasey Mason’s first year on 
the job to 12 victories in her encore 
season left no doubt about the direc¬ 
tion the Williamstown Lady Demons 
basketball program is headed. 

And despite losing some key 
players from last season’s squad, 
the third-year coach and her players 
have their sights set higher in 2014. 

Among the Lady Demons’ goals 
are to finish with a winning percent 
of .500 or better and continue to 
work their way closer to a 20-win 
season, both of which Mason feels 
are obtainable goals for her rising 
program. 

But that kind of success won’t 
come without stiff challenges after 
losing four players from a year ago, 
including two seniors, a transfer, and 
another who has given up the sport. 
The Lady Demons also have ground 
to make up in depth and overall var¬ 
sity experience, among other aspects 
of the game. 

“We did lose some girls, but we 
have a really good core coming 
back,” said Mason. “In fact, we’ve 
got some very good players return¬ 
ing. But we are really young. We 
will likely start a junior, three soph¬ 
omores and a freshman. And we 
don’t have any seniors.” 

Junior Ashley Marksbury, who 
was coming on strong a year ago 
before an injury derailed her sea¬ 
son, is the oldest player on the roster 
and will be looked upon to provide 
leadership as well as perform on the 
floor. 

A trio of sophomores, Rachel 
Montgomery, Sammie Souder and 
Katie Cheek, all return with high ex¬ 
pectations. Montgomery was one of 
the better players a year ago, scoring 
around seven points and seven re¬ 
bounds per game while leading the 
team in assists and coming in sec¬ 
ond in steals. Souder had at least six 
double-doubles last season and av¬ 
eraged double digit rebounds down 
the stretch, while Cheek was one of 
the most consistent players on the 
team contributing to the Lady De¬ 
mons’ cause on a nightly basis. 

Freshman Michaela Kennedy, 
who started last year as an eighth 
grader, is the team’s leading return¬ 
ing scorer. She also led the team in 
steals and was third in assists while 
hitting better than 40 percent from 
behind the arch. 

Freshmen Lynzie Cheek, Em¬ 
ily Ison and Olivia Souder will 
also play important minutes for the 
Lady Demons, while middle school¬ 
ers Shelby Gutman, Olivia Harden, 
Haley Howe, Jenna Johnson, Kelsi 
Jordan, Justice Chambers and Kiki 
Johnson will see plenty of playing 
time for the young Lady Demons. 

While the older girls are likely to 
carry the team and log the most min¬ 
utes, Mason likes the improvements 
she is seeing in the team’s depth, 


which she says is getting better all 
the time. 

“We’ve got some girls coming on 
and I’m seeing some things out of 
some younger girls that we didn’t 
expect,” she said. 

Playing an exciting brand of bas¬ 
ketball has been a trademark of the 
team under Mason’s direction. And 
that won’t change. But Mason warns 
that fans should not expect to see the 
team stick to just one style of play. 

“It’s going to depend on who we 
are matched up with that night,” she 
said. “The girls will tell you they 
want to go fast-paced and run the 
floor and that’s what we do best. But 
with the schedule we play and the 
teams we play, there are going to be 
times where we have to change it up 
and slow it down. I wouldn’t expect 
to see just one style of play.” 

Work ethic is another aspect of the 
game that has not been an issue for 
the Lady Demons early in Mason’s 
coaching career. She lists the team’s 
dedication to the game as a strength, 
noting that many of the girls do work 
on their own without having to be 
pushed, even in the off-season when 
many of the girls play AAU ball. 

“They’re hungry. They want to 
learn and do well,” Mason said. 
“And that’s important because a lot 
of times at a small school kids get 
complacent. But this group is not 
like that at all. 

“The girls we have understand 
that you either put the time into 
it or you don’t make it. This is not 
recreation ball. And I’ve not seen a 
harder working group of kids since 
I’ve been here. They love basketball. 
And that’s great for me. It makes my 
job easier.” 


While Mason lists team unity as 
a strength, she also sees some fault 
with the bond the girls have among 
each other. 

“These girls are a very close knit 
group. Four of them have played to¬ 
gether since third and fourth grade,” 
added Mason. “But they also don’t 
want to get onto each other either 
because they are so tight off the 
court.” 

Height isn’t exactly a weakness 
for the team, but it’s certainly not a 
strength with a roster ranging main¬ 
ly from 5-foot-4 to 5-foot-8. Mont¬ 
gomery is the tallest player on the 
team. 

When Mason took over the pro¬ 
gram two years ago, she had a vi¬ 
sion for where she wanted the Lady 
Demons to be in five years. Near¬ 
ing the mid-way point of that time 
frame, she says the team is right on 
target to reach the goals she had set 
and that the improvements made by 
the girls have been nothing short of 
impressive. 

And it’s because of players like 
Montgomery. 

“We’ve seen lots of individual 
improvement,” Mason said. “Rachel 
has probably made the most im¬ 
provements of anyone. It says a lot 
about a kid when you catch them do¬ 
ing things on their own when you’re 
not telling them to. And that’s how 
she is. And we have others like that, 
too.” 

Noting that it’s not just the coach¬ 
ing staff’s job to teach the girls the 
game of basketball, it’s also their 
responsibility to prepare them for 
life, Mason points to the team’s col¬ 
lective 3.5 grade point average with 
pride. 


Mason sets 
goal high 
for WHS

Believing you have to play the best to be the 
best you can be, Coach Kasey Mason continues 
to toughen her team’s schedule as she builds the 
program at Williamstown High School. 

After last season’s 12-win campaign, the best 
for the program in at least 20 years, Mason upped 
the level of competition her team will face during 
the 2013/14 season in an attempt to take the pro¬ 
gram to the next level. 

“You’re only going to reach your goal as high 
as you set it,” she said. “If I had made our schedule 
weaker just so we would win more games, I don’t 
think that would have helped our girls. 

“Plus, we have some girls that want to play in 
college and playing the tougher teams now will 
expose them to what that’s going to be like,” Ma¬ 
son said. “In college, all those girls were recruited 
there and want to be there. So it’s important for our 
girls to go against tougher competition now.” 

The Lady Demons’ schedule tested them with 
five games in the first seven days, including the 
Bracken County Invitational Tournament the first 
weekend of the season. 

Williamstown then faced district rivals Walton- 
Verona and Grant County during the second week 
of the season before they hit the road to play in the 
McLean County Holiday Classic during Christ¬ 
mas break. 

The holiday tournament will benefit the Lady 
Demons in multiple ways, especially with team 
unity and relationships. 

“You bond so much better on the road than 
you do here in your own gym and playing close 
to home,” said Mason. “Plus, you want it to be fun 
for the girls. You only get these years one time.” 

The McLean tournament comes at a good time 
for Williamstown, which will enter All A Classic 
play shortly after the holidays. The Lady Demons 
will face Carroll County in the first round of the 
All A Classic on Jan. 15. 

The 8th Region All A Classic will be an espe¬ 
cially exciting time for the Lady Demons, who 
have high expectations for themselves in the 
small-school tournament. 

“Our draw is good and we have a good chance 
to be successful,” said Mason. “Our goal is to do 
well and make it to the finals.” 

Williamstown, which should be tournament- 
tested by the end of January, will need to be espe¬ 
cially sharp down the stretch to finish strong with 
key games against Holmes, Simon Kenton and 
North Oldham in the final two weeks before post¬ 
season play begins.

Grant County Middle School 
has two new faces roaming the 
halls this year. 

One has been working with 
students for almost two decades 
and the other follows his nose, 
but the team is enjoying their 
new assignment. 

Robert Morgan is the full¬ 
time School Resource Office at 
GCMS. He is a deputy with the 
Grant County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment. His partner, Toro, is a ca¬ 
nine officer. 

Morgan replaced Frank Mer¬ 
ritt, who worked as the school’s 
resource officer on a part-time 
basis but retired last year. 

Morgan began his law en¬ 
forcement career in 1988 with 
the Stueben County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice in Indiana. He moved from 


Grant County in 2010 and start¬ 
ed working for the GCSO. 

He’s worked as a road dep¬ 
uty but much of his time was 
spent teaching DARE (Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education), 
a program he hopes to bring to 
GCMS. 

“I’ve always had a good re¬ 
lationship with kids,” Morgan 
said. “I did a lot of drug aware¬ 
ness programs and used my ca¬ 
nine partner in school searches. 
When this job became available 
it was a good fit for me.” 

The partnership between 
the sheriff and Grant County 
Schools has been ongoing since 
? when a SRO was placed at 
Grant County High School. 
GCMS was assigned an officer 
in ?. 

The school district pays the 
county $75,000 total for two 
school resource officers - one at 
one at GCHS. 
a strong partnership 
with the school 
district works well 
for both of us,” 
said Grant Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff Chuck 
Dills. “I’d person¬ 
ally like to have a 
resource officer 
in every school, 
but don’t have the 
budget to do it.” 

Dills said his 
hope with add¬ 
ing an officer at 
GCMS is to be 
able to work with 
younger students 
to teach them the 
danger of drugs. 

“We want to be 
proactive rather 
than reactive and 
the middle school 
age is when a lot 
of them are first in¬ 
troduced to illegal 
drugs,” Dills said. 

Toro is an add¬ 
ed bonus because 
Morgan said he 
costs the Grant 


County taxpayers nothing since 
he’s owned by Morgan and Me¬ 
lissa Newman, a special deputy 
with the GCSO. Morgan said 
he and Newman lease Toro’s 
services to the community at no 
cost. 

“Everything Toro does is a 
benefit to the county,” Morgan 
said. Toro has assisted with drug 
searches in the community and 
he’s an expert at finding things 
such as keys. 

Morgan said once when he 
was making an arrest in an as¬ 
sault case, the perpetrator threw 
the victims keys into tall weeds. 

“He laughed and said good 
luck finding them,” Morgan 
said. 

Toro didn’t need luck but 
used his nose and went right to 


the set of keys. 

“That guy really didn’t know 
what to say,” Morgan said. 

Morgan said he wants the 
students at GCMS to be com¬ 
fortable seeing him around the 
building. 

“Kids are scared of police 
because most of the time when 
they’ve had interaction with the 
police it’s been a bad situation, 
but I want them to not be afraid 
and see me as someone they can 
talk to,” Morgan said. 

Morgan spends most morn¬ 
ings greeting the students when 
they arrive at school.

ORDINANCE NO. 233-2013 
AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO AN 
AMENDMENT OF THE PERSONNEL 
ORDINANCE OF CITY OF CRITTENDEN, 
GRANT COUNTY, KENTUCKY 
WHEREAS, the City of Crittenden has heretofore 
adopted a comprehensive ordinance relating to its 
Personnel Policy within the City of Crittenden, Kentucky;

WHEREAS, the City of Crittenden is desirous of 
changing the Perso nn el Policy by adding thereto a new 
Sick Time policy and adding a revision to its Personal 
Leave Policy; NOW, THEREFORE, 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
CRITTENDEN THAT: 

There be added to the Crittenden Personnel Policy at 
Part V. (COMPENSATION PLAN), a new item L. That 
shall read as follows: 

L. Sick Time: 

1. Full time probationary and permanent workers shall 
accrue sick leave in the amount of twelve (12) days per 
year. These sick days are to be used at the discretion of 
the worker, subject to approval of the Personnel 
Administrator. 

2. Accrued sick leave may be carried forward into a new 
calendar year, not to exceed sixty (60) days. 

In addition, there be added to the Crittenden Perso nn el 
Policy at Part VI. (BENEFITS), a change to item C. 1. 
(Personal Leave) that shall change the rate of accrual of 
personal leave from eight (8) hours for each completed 
month of service to four (4) hours for each completed 
month of service. That shall read as follows: 

C. Personal Leave: 

1. All employees occupying full-time established 
positions shall accrue personal leave at the rate of four (4) 
hours for each completed month of service, except the 
sixteen (16) hours shall be accrued at the end of 
November and zero (0) hours shall be accrued at the end 
of December. 

All Ordinances in conflict with this Ordinance, or 
portions thereof, shall be deemed repealed from and after 
the effective date of this Ordinance, to the extent of such 
conflict.

Owens, who had been 
director of the GCHS 
Marching Band since 
2009, was band director at 
Beech wood High School 
in Ft. Mitchell prior to 
coming to GCHS. 

During the Grant Coun¬ 
ty investigation against 
Owens, a family member 
of a second alleged victim 
called the Grant County 
Sheriff’s Office to report 
a former Beechwood stu¬ 
dent also had a sexual re¬ 
lationship with Owens, ac¬ 


cording to Sheriff Chuck 
Dills. 

The second victim, 
who is now 23 and lives 
out of the state, was then 
interviewed by police. 

Through the interview, 
Dills said the victim dis¬ 
closed that in 2004 when 
she was a 14-year-old 
freshman at Beechwood, 
the victim had a four-year 
sexual relationship with 
Owens. 

“There’s overwhelming 
evidence through some e- 
mails and different things 
that there was a relation¬ 
ship between the two,”

“Most careers in the 21st 
Century demand students to 
have some post-secondary 
education and it is our hope 
that students are able to con¬ 
tinue their education after 
high school in order to ful¬ 
fill their career goals,” said 
Misty Middleton, William- 
stown Independent Schools 
assistant superintendent. 

The report also tracks 
where local graduates went 
to college, how they fared 
during their first year and if 
they returned to school for 
their second year. 

Of the GCHS graduates 
who did go on to college, 
41.1 percent had a cumula¬ 
tive grade-point-average of 
3.0 or higher during their 
first year. 

Thirty-three percent of 
graduates had a GPA be¬ 
tween 2.0 and 2.99 while 
25.6 percent earned a GPA 
of less than 2.0. 

Of the WHS graduates 
who did go on to college, 
55.9 percent had a cumula¬ 
tive grade-point-average of 
3.0 or higher during their 
first year. 

Seventeen percent of 
graduates had a GPA be¬ 
tween 2.0 and 2.99 while 
26.5 percent earned a GPA 
of less than 2.0. 

“Once we receive more 
data and our trend data 
shows our graduates are 
persisting then we know we 
are doing something right,” 
Middleton said. “If the trend 
data shows the opposite, we 
will need to reflect and de¬ 
termine if there are addition¬ 
al strategies we need to set in 
place that would help current 
students fulfill their goals for 
the future.” 

Wright said that the Grant 
County Career and Techni¬ 
cal Center has proven to help 
the district emphasize to stu¬ 
dents that post-secondary 
education is critical to their 
future. 

“Our district, beginning 


at the elementary level, has 
career conversations with 
students to make them more 
aware of their future at an 
earlier age,” she said. “At the 
middle school level, our high 
school counselors meet with 
students to discuss career 
pathways and opportunities 
they have at the high school. 
Currently, Grant County 
High School offers 120 Dual 
Credits and 14 Nationally 
Recognized Industry Certifi¬ 
cations in 11 different career 
fields. This means students 
could leave the high school 
with one year of college al¬ 
ready completed and/or a 
certification to go directly 
into the workforce or attend 
a technical college.” 

Eighty-one of the 120 
GCHS graduates who went 
on to college returned for 
their second year. 

Thirty of the 62 WHS 
graduates who went on to 
college returned for their 
second year. 

Middleton said it would 
be helpful if the report 
shared the reasons, such as 
grades or finances, that stu¬ 
dents not enrolling for a sec¬ 
ond year. 

“We have had graduates 
go straight into the work¬ 
force and be very success¬ 
ful,” she said. “We have indi¬ 
viduals who attend technical 
schools for more hands-on 
training and students who 
attend four-year institutions. 
The key is helping students 
find the right path for their 
future plans.” 

The discussion about col¬ 
lege and career readiness is 
beginning even earlier than 
before at the elementary 
level, said Wright. 

At Grant County Middle 
School, counselors get stu¬ 
dents started on Individual 
Learning Plans beginning 
in the sixth grade to help 
students realize the types of 
careers they are interested in 
pursuing and showing them 
the type of post-secondary 
education they will need.

said Dills.

the 8th grade level allows 
an adult to conference with 
students on their goals for 
high school and lay out the 
needed steps for reaching 
those goals. 

Through individual 
scheduling at GCHS, Wright 
said the school works to 
make sure students are in the 
classes needed to make them 
college and/or career ready. 

Operation Preparation is 
also held with high school 
students, along with job 
shadowing, ACT prepara¬ 
tion activities, early college 
initiatives and opportunities 
to visit colleges during the 
school year. 

“The entire district is fo¬ 
cused on working to make 
our classes focused at the 
level of rigor needed in order 
for our students to meet the 
benchmarks on the ACT,” 
Wright said. “Last year, 
Grant County High School 
had an accountability score 
of 73.8 percent of students 
who were College and/or 
Career Ready. This com¬ 
pares to 60.7 percent at the 
state. As a Proficient high 
school, they will continue to 
work to make it possible for 
eveiy student to leave ready 
for the real world.” 

Advising is the main way 
the Williamstown Indepen¬ 
dent district encourages and 
provides students with nec¬ 
essary knowledge for their 
future, said Middleton. 

“Our small size allows 
for more individual atten¬ 
tion and guidance,” she 
said. “In fact, we have of¬ 
ten wondered if this hurts 
students when they venture 
off to college and don’t have 
the close-knit school setting 
they are accustomed to. We 
welcome any former gradu¬ 
ates to give us feedback on 
their readiness for college or 
work. We can always use the 
information to strengthen 
current practices or invest in 
new ones. We want to fulfill 
our mission of having all 
students prepared for college 
or career.”
